At midnight on Saturday 
tile bill 
passed by the late legislature provid­ 
ing for Die licensing of jitney buses 
failed to receive 
the 
signature 
of 
Governor Johnson, and thereby failed 
to become a law. 
Governor Johnson lias m ade direct 
and explicit explanation of Die rea­ 
sons which actuated him lo not sign­ 
ing this bill. 
He declares the jitney buses pre­ 
sent a most serious problem. 
They 
should unquestionably he 
regulated, 
the governor says, but he does not be­ 
lieve tiiis can hest he done by an in­ 
flexible law of tile state. 
So many and so varied are the prob­ 
lems confronting the different com­ 
m unities th at Governor Johnson be­ 
lieves tile m atter of regulation of tile 
jitneys should be left with hie com­ 
m unities themselves. 
The problem, as Governor Johnson 
sees it, is one which can best he dealt 
w ith by ordinances which may over­ 
night be amended or modified. 
He 
says: •'W hat today m ight appear to 
be a fair regulation by Hie State, two 
years hence might be wholly inappro­ 
p riate and unjust, and th e State can 
only act every two years. 
I have left 
therefo r tile regulation of jitneys, the 
imposition of licenses upon them and 
the like, to each community."
